Crossen, Who is 38 years old, 
lives at 18 Brighton Way, Clayton. 
He was garaduated from the 
Washington University School of 
Law in 1935, and during the war 
served with a ground echelon of 
the Fourth Combat Cargo Group, 
which supported the Fourteenth 
British Army in the India-Burma 
area. He was discharged March 
19, 1946, with the rank of lieuten- 
ant colonel. 

He has estimated that, as chair- 
man of the Weldon Spring Acqui- 
sition Committee, he spent half 
of hig time for one year in con- 
nection with the project. He con- 
ferred frequently with government 
officials, a part of the time in 
Washington, D.C. He said, how- 
ever, that the acquisiton of the 
site-was “the result of the com- 
bined work of the committee, 
rather than of anything I did ag 
an individual.”

THOSE WHO QUIT 
-OF JOBLESS PAY 


8 Million of 18 Million 
‘Last Year. 


Of the $18,500,000 in unemploy- 
ment compensation benefits paid 
in Missouri in the year ending last 
June 30, about $8,000,000, or 43 
per cent, went to persons who 
voluntarily left their jobs, it was 
shown in a survey by the Asso- 
ciated. Industries of Missouri, 
made public today. 


The association’s estimate was 
based on questionnaires sent to 
employers, replies to Which, ac- 
counted for $1,777,000 of the §$16,- 
500,000 benefits paid. 

A “very tight labor market” 
existed during the period in ques- 
tion, with employers seeking em- 
ployés “while apparently many ex- 
employes were drawing compensa- 
tion under the Missouri law which 
permits those who voluntarily. 
leave their jobs to draw benefits 
if they left for some good cause, 
even though that good cause is a 
personal one,” an association bulle- 
tin said. 

The bulletin urged employers to 
work for amendment of the Mis- 
souri law to bring it into line with 
legislation in other states, where 
workers are disqualified for bene- 
fits when they quit for reasons not 
attributable to their employment. 

Chief reason for the large pay- 
ments to the voluntarily idle, the 
bulletin said, is the change in de- 
clared public policy in Missouri in 
1941, when the term “unemployed 
through no fault of their own” 
was eliminated from the statute. 
Present policy is to pay benefits 
“to those entitled to benefits under 
the law,” various provisions of 
which permit payments to those 
who quit of their own free will, the 
bulletin said. 

“In a democracy ‘an individual 
certainly has the right to quit his 
job for personal reasons, but if he 
does he is not part of the working 
forces and should not be paid idle- 
ness benefits,” the bulletin con- 
tinued. c 

“The economic loss resulting 
from the payment of $8,000,000 a 
year for voluntary. idleness is 
greater than simply adding $8,000,- 
000 to the cost of goods and serv- 
ices. The individuals who were not 
working would have earned about 
$16,000,000 and would have aided 
in relieving the shortage in goods 
and services.

No 
action was taken on this request, 
but Circuit Judge Joseph J. Ward 
granted her plea for a temporary 
restraining order against dispos- 
ing of assets placed by her at 
$160,000, including ber interests 
and Knight's. A hearing of the 
case was set for Jan. 

Mrs. Knight’s petition sets forth 
the date of her marriage as June 
1, 1937, and ‘stated that her hus- 
band had left her and had depart- 
ed from Missouri, At the broker- 
age office it was said that Knight 
was in South Carolina, 

Mrs. Knight stated that she 
turned over sums amounting to 
$90,000 to her husband, for invest- 
ment and handling. She charged 
‘that he invested the money, or a 
large part of it, in securities 
which are now in his own name, 
and that his holdings and hers 
were. commingled. 

She alleged that about $130,000 
of the commingled funds was 
placed by Knight with the United 
Bank & Trust Co.; about $10,000 in 
the: Plaza Bank; $10,000 in Easton- 
Taylor Trust Co.; $5000 in Boat- 
men’s National Bank, and $5000 
in Security National Bank Sav- 
ings & Trust Co. The banks were 
named as defendants in her suit.

Newhard, 
Henry M. Cook, Knight and five 
others were included: in the list 
of defendants. 


CAUGHT WITH STOLEN JEWELRY

A former convict who has spent 
83 of his 50 years in prisons and 
a younger hoodlum who has 
served three reformatory sen- 
tences were captured here last 
night less than a half hour after 
they held up a liquor store at 928 
South Vandeventer avenue. They 
admitted the robbery, and also 
admitted four robberies in the Los 
Angeles area, theft of an auto- 
mobile there and two robberies in 
Chicago, 

The former convict, who has 
only one arm, identified himself 
as Edson Piatt. His companion 
said he was Patrick Eddy, 23 
years old. They were arrested in 
their stolen machine at Ewing 
avenue and Olive street about 
9:20 p. m., after descriptions of 
them and the machine were 
broadcast on the police radio. Lt. 
William Greenspan, Cpl. Joseph 
Norris and Special Officer Alber: 
Allgeyer, riding in a police auto- 
mobile, stopped the machine and 
made the arrests. 

alr Take $350. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock, the two 
men entered the liquor store and 
ordered a bottle of whisky from 
Herman Zimmerman. Then both 
drew revolvers and _ instructed 
Zimmerman to lie on the floor. 
The younger robber emptied the 
cash register, taking $350 to $4650, 
Zimmerman said. 

Meanwhile, a passerby noticed 
a late-model Chevrolet parked in 
front of the store with the motor 
running. When he saw the two 
men run out and drive away, he 
gave police a description of the 
men and their automobile, -After 
the broadcast, the machine was 
seen: on Olive street near Comp- 
ton avenue, Greenspan, Norris 
and Allgeyer patrolled that area. 

They saw a Chevrolet bearing 
California plates and occupied by 
two men but the license number 
Was not the same as the one 
broadcast. They forced the driver 
to stop anyway. With revolvers 
drawn, the police officers ordered 
the two men to raise their hands. 
When Piatt raised only his left 
arm, Lt. Greenspan related, “I al- 
most shot him, thinking he had a 
revolver in his right. Then I real- 
ized he had only one arm.”

The bankrupt McBee Air Condi- 
tioning & Heating Co., two of 
whose officers are being sought 
on indictments charging them 
with obtaining money by false 
pretenses, should not be confused 
with the McBee Co., loose-leaf 
system manufacturers, 1824 Wash- 
ington avenue, Harry B. McBee, 
vice president of the latter firm, 
pointed out today. 

The McBee Co. is a national or- 
ganization, incorporated in 1906, 
which has operated a factory in 
St. Louis for many years, McBee 
said, “We are the only concern 
ever licensed to do business in 
Missouri under the name of ‘the 
McBee Co.,“ he pointed out. “We 
are not now and never have been 
involved in any bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings.” 

Frank H. Black and Hewitt P. 
McQuerrey, officers of the McBee 
Air Conditioning & Heating Co., 
coined the name ‘McBee” from 
their own last names. No one 
named McBee is connected with 
their firm. They are charged with 
obtaining $34,480 under false pre- 
tenses in the sale of surplus re- 
frigeration units. 


Unemployed Man Found Hanged.

Piatt and Eddy re- 
lated they met a week ago in Los 
Angeles, stole the machine in Hol- 
lywood and held up three taverns 
and a grocery which was a postal 
substation. There they said they 
stole $400 worth of stamps. Then 
they drove to Chicago, , where 
Eddy visited his mother, after 
which they held up two taverns 
Wednesday. In each of the Chi- 
cago and Los Angeles holdups, 
they said, they obtained several 
hundred dollars, 


They arrived here yesterday, 
registered at a hotel, robbed the 
liquor store, checked out of the 
hotel and were looking for High- 
way 66, heading west, when police 
caught them, they said. They 
were booked suspected of robbery, 
suspected of being fugitives from 
Los Angeles and Chicago, and sus- 
pected of violating the Dyer Act 
and robbing a post office. 


East St. Louis. police today ar- 
rested Otis R. Harper, a Negro, 
when he attempted to pawn sev- 
eral pieces of jewelry which, po- 
lice ‘said, he admitted stealing 
Thursday from the Lane jewelry 
store in Malden, Mo.

Of the 422 applicants, 292 have 
the preliminary qualifications un- 
der the new requirements for 
police personnel, while the re- 
maining 130 are in a doubtful 
category. A new class of student 
patrolmen will be inaugurated by 
the department early next year. 

As disclosed by the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday, many members 
of the force are resigning because 
of economic pressure and seeking 
more remunerative employment in 
efforta to make ends meet.

Alabama Official Critical of 


Decision on Argentine Ship- 
ment, Blames Lobbyists. 


MOBILE, Ala., Dec. 19 (AP)— 
State Docks Director Henry W. 


‘Sweet today offered to eat any 


part of 37,515 pounds of Argentine 
meat which the U. S. Maritime 
Commission has branded unfit for 
human consumption and ordered 
destroyed. / 

The meat has been stored at the 
Alabama. state docks here since 
being stripped from Government 


‘ships. several months ago. 


“I. certainly think that it is 
wrong to destroy good meat when 
people in Europe are starving and 
there are people in our own coun- 
try who need it. 

“Meat lobbyists in Washington 
are behind this thing,“ he charged. 
The Maratime Commission said 
“a large export firm“ refused Dec. 
8 to buy the meat “because it had 
been frozen and thawed so many 
times that it was unfit for human 
consumption.” 

Dr. E. J. Meixel, chief inspector 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
stationed in New Orleans, said 
the meat had been taken out of 
freezers aboard ships, placed in 
the cold storage Warehouse at the 
docks, and not moved since. 
United States Representative 
Frank W. Boykin (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said he attempted to have 
the meat sent to Europe for re- 
lief purposes, hut was told by the 
Maritime Commission that it 
lacked export refrigerator space 
out of Mobile.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 19 (AF) — 
Ten Arabs, including five chil- 
dren, were killed and five others 
were injured by bombs and 
gunfire last night in a Jewish at- 
tack on the village of Khisas, in 
Upper Galilee. An official report 
said Jews ih two cars drove into 
the village in darkness, threw a 
number of bombs and opened fire. 

Two houses were destroyed. A 


police- patrél found seven bodies 
police patrol found seven bodies, 
including those of five children 


2 to 10 years old, in the ruins 
of one of the houses and three 
in the other.

forces made the attack because 
the village was being used as a 
hideout for infiltrating volunteers 
of Fawzi Kaukji’s Arab Save 
Palestine” army. 

The village of Khisas is only 
two miles from the point where 
the Palestine, Syrian and Leba- 
nese borders meet. It is near the 
route between Jerusalem and 
Damascus, where Arab forces 
have been reported training for 
the fight against the partition of 
Palestine, 

Other violence developed else- 
where in the Holy Land, where 
the death toll since the United 
Nations decided Nov. 29 to parti- 
tion Palestine rose to 279. 

Hanaga fighters stormed shal- 
low trenches dug by Arabs out- 
side Holon village, near Tel Aviv, 


causing the death of one Arab. 


‘Three Arabs and two Hanaga 
‘members were wounded. 

In the Jaffa-Tel Aviv border 
area one Arab was killed. A Jew 
was shot to death by unidentified 
persons near the Little Mosque of 
Haifa’s eastern gate. 

Arab hositility over American 
support for the partition propos- 
al has forced a halt in work 
on the western end of the trans- 
Arabian pipeline, which Defense 
Secretary James v. Forrestal has 
declared vital to United States in- 
terests, a company representative 
said today in Cairo.

According to the physician, if a 
person decides he must join in the 


round of holiday cheer coming up 


between now and New Year’s, he 
: should remember that old-fash. 
loned remedy of olive oil. That is, 
the physician said, take a table- 
spoonful of olive oll before the 


S| drinking starts. 


The old-fashioned idea that the 
olle oil makes a layer over the 
stomach and keeps the fumes of 
the alcohol from reaching the 
brain is all wrong, according to 
the doctor. The idea of the olive 
oll, he said, is not to hold down 
the fumes, ‘put to absorb the al- 
eohol and prevent it from going 
too quickly into the blood stream 
ae then to the head. 

A large chunk of butter will 


help also, he said, but with the 
price of butter at its peak, such a 
se peat might not be too popu- 
ar 

The physician cautioned that a 
spoonful of olive oil won't do 
miracles; it won't prevent intoxi- 
cation if the celebrator tries to 
drink a bar dry. A person shoufd 
be reasonable, he said. 

But for those who aren't reason- 
able, and verdo the holiday cheer, 
the physician suggested his 
remedy—an old one, too—for the 
cure of a hangover. 

It is a salt herring, eaten for 
breakfast. It may be hard to get 
down, the physician said, but it 
usually does the trick. 


The idea, he said, is that the 
salt heeering makes one thirsty. 
By drinking too much alcohol, one 
dehydrates or dries himself out, 
and his body needs water. 

The salt heering increases the 
desire for water. Result, the body 
gets its needed liquid (not 
alcohol), and the hangover soon 
passes away. 

That's what the doctor said, 
anyhow.

Marek, agricultural engineer for 
the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration in Missouri, made the 
comment in connection with a 
three-state power use training 
conference being held here for 
managers of REA co-operatives.

| AGAIN 1S DENIED 


„Capt. Earl J. Carroll 
Says as Result He Will 
Take Issue to Courts in 


Washington. 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Dec. 
19 €AP)—An American military 
tribunal trying the Krupp arma- 
ments firm for war crimes denied 
today a second appeal by Alfried 
Krupp for the services of Ameri- 
can Attorney Earl J. Carroll of 
Hayward, Calif. 

Carroll immediately announced 
to the press that he would carry 
the issue to the federal courts in 
Washington, D. C., and challenge 
the validity of all the American 
military tribunals in Nuernberg. 

As soon as the court read its 
ruling, which charged Carroll with 
“flagrant defiance” of orders by 
Military Governor Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, Dr. Otto Kranzbuehler for- 
mally resigned as Krupp’s defense 
counsel. 

ranzbuehler told the court Al- 
fried Krupp, the chief defendant 
and sole owner of the vast cannon 
making establishment, “is only in- 
terested in being represented by 
Carroll” und that he preferred, 
therefore, to continue without any 
counsel inasmuch as he had been 
denied the services of an attorney 
of his choice. 

The court ordered Kranzbuehler 
to continue defending Krupp until 
relieved. 

Carroll declared the real issue 
is “whether a defendant is al- 
lowed counsel of his own choice.” 

The American prosecution holds 
that the military tribunals are in- 
ternational courts deriving their 
authority and jurisdiction from a 
four-power agreement of the Al- 
lied Control Council and that, 


therefore, American laws and pro- 


cedure do not strictly apply. 

Carroll contends that the 
tribunals actually are military 
commissions, similar to courts 
martial, and that they are bound 
by American law. 

Carroll said he would fly to 
Washington next week to file a

Because there have 
been no modifications of this or- 
der, the court said Carroll would 
not be available as counsel.

We can the President do to back up his sharp announcement 


that the United States Government will “consider necessary 
measures” in case of any direct or indirect threat to the peace 
and security of Italy? 


First, he can help the Italian 
Government to improve the arma- 
ment and efficiency of its armed 
forces. Specifically, within the 
limits of available funds, he can 
supply out of surplus war mate- 
rial (much of it available in 
Europe) a sufficient number of 
fighter and fighter-bomber air- 
planes; with spare parts and other 
equipment, to rearm the Italian 
air force. : 

The Italians cannot, under the 
peace treaty, possess more than 
200 such airplanes, But at least 
they can be of modern and un- 
form type instead of the hodge- 
podge of old crates which they 
now have. The same can be done 
as regards the tanks and artillery 
of the Italian army. 

It is true that difficulty will 
arise in using American. equip- 
ment, because Italian arsenals are 
not equipped to turn out ammuni- 
tion and spare parts for such 
weapons, but the measures sug- 
gested are temporary, to meet an 
emergency situation which will 
blow over within a year or two 
provided the Italian Government 
is given the means to maintain 
itself against the present threat of 
Communist internal disorder, plus 
Yugoslav truculence. 

Army Forces Are Limited. 

Under the peace treaty, the 
Italian army is limited to 250,000 
men, including 65,000 carabinieri 
(national police organized on a 
military basis). This number can- 
not be increased without a breach 
of the treaty, which would cer- 
tainly be seized upon by the Yugo- 
slavs, with Russian support, as a 
threat to their security and an 
excuse for drastic action. 

Nor can the treaty be revised 
without Russian consent. But pro- 
posals for such revision should be 
made, and an excellent case can 
be established for an increase of 
the Italian army limit to 450,000 
men. The reason is that this is, 
roughly, 1 per cent of the popula- 
tion of Italy; and the peace 
treaties with Finland, Romania, 
Bulgaria and Hungary, concluded 
at the same time as the Italian 
peace treaty, allow each of these

Meanwhile, though the army 
and the carabinieri cannot be in- 
creased, it should be recalled that

There is, therefore, 
nothing to prevent the Govern- 
ment of the United States from 
aiding in the organization and 
equipment of such a force of 
Italian national police. 

Certainly a dispute might arise 
as to the interpretation of these 
terms. Could this new police 
force have machine guns? Ar- 
mored cars? Mortars? 

The treaty provided that the 
ambassadors of the Big Four pow- 
ers in Rome, “acting in concert,” 
shall for a period of 18 months 
after the treaty comes into force, 
“represent the Allied and Asso- 
ciated Powers in dealing with the 
Italian Government in all matters 
concerning the execution and in- 
terpretation of the treaty.” Since 
at least three of these ambassa- 
dors would surely have instruc- 
tions to be reasonable on the 
subject of Italian internal security 
forces, it is hard to see how the

When such an authority is created, St. Louis 
county will necessarily be an integral part of it.

President Truman 
is not given to wild 
overstatement. Yet

The 

United States was 

faced, he said, with 

the greatest chal- : 

lenge to its security in its history, “even 
including two world wars.“ 


As President, Truman is inescapably and 
daily confronted with the facts. But as 
one of the experts has remarked: “All you 
really have to do is to take a good hard 
look at the map. Visualize Italy and 
France under Communist control. They 
then become the forearm and fist of a 
great flexed arm reaching out from the 
Soviet Union and capable in time of squeez- 
ing into surrender the rest of Europe.” 


What this amounts to would be an al- 
Uance far more powerful than any seen 
before, enormously more powerful than the 
prewar Axis. It would embrace the 330,- 
000,000 people of the Continent and the 
196,000,000 people of the Soviet Union. And 
the chief cement hold it together would 
be hostility toward the United States. 


A Minimum of Security 


If Europe goes, there will be only two 
great centers of strategic power—an Ameri- 
can and a Soviet. The American center 
will be vastly weaker than the Soviet. 


That will be in the words of one of those 
best qualified to speak, “the greatest stra- 
tegic defeat in our history.” If we suffer 
this defeat what could we do about it? 


We could go to war right away, while 
we had the atomic bomb and the new Com- 
intern alliance did not. There is a certain 
hideous logic in this choice. Yet almost 
unanimously the experts discard it. They 
do not share the widespread illusion that 
even a one-sided atomic war would be 


cheap or easy. They do not believe Ameri- 


can people would approve such a course. 


We could do nothing at all. That would 
prepare for eventual defeat or surrender. 


We could, and probably should, choose a 
middle course, designed to assure, if pos- 
sible without war, some minimum of se 
curity as the weaker of two power blocs. 
This course would require four distinct 
steps. On the very day Togliatti and 
Thorez took power, we should do what 
Andrei Vishinsky’ daily accuses us of doing 
—arm to the teeth. We should have to 
hand over to the Government “not much 
leas than half“ the national income. 


There are those who doubt that either 
the economy or political system could sur- 
vive the strain. “The Soviets might win a 
political victory here without @ shot being 
fired.” Probably the country could absorb 


; 


the new situation, such a sersen would be 
essential. 


The third step would be immensely dif- 
ficult and dangerous: The establishment of 
American power in North Africa, with the 
construction of a system of bases on the 
southern shore of the Mediterranean. 

A siege economy at home, and a screen 

of bases in the Atlantic are essentially de- 
fensive. They would not suffice, because 
they would not prevent the extension of 
the power of the Comintern beyond Eu- 
rope. Only by decisive counter-moves in 
Africa could the Mediterranean be pre- 
vented from becoming a Comintern sea, | 
and the Middle East, with its essential oil, 
from becoming a Comintern preserve, 


Nightmare Based on Facts 


The fourth and last step—action in Fu- 
rope—is simple and obvious, 


Utter misery in France and Italy makes 
a Communist seizure of power in those two 
countries all too possible, Yet the vast 
majority of the people are anti-Communist, 
and a taste of Communist discipline would 
make them more so. 


Resistance movements would in time 
spring up. The European resistance would 
look to us for support, 

These, then, are the four principal items 
in the grim catalogue of the logical Amert- 
can reaction to a Communist Burope, The > 
reader will have no difficulty in adding a 
fifth item: The acute and immediate 
danger of war. 


This picture is a nightmare, but the 
great majority of those who are closest to 
the facts are agreed, 

The nightmare need never become 
reality. On that, the experts are unani- 
mous. It will never become reality if the 
United States acts decisively and in time. 


Victory via Marshall Plan 


We have it within our power to restore 
Western Europe to economic and political 
health. In a healthy Europe, the power of 
the Comintern will surely wane, for Com- 
munism thrives only in hunger and chaos, 
A healthy Western Europe would consti- 
tute a third power center between the 
American and Soviet centers, 

A European power center would make 
war unlikely, for it would confront the 
Soviet rulers with the certain failure of 
their drive to dominate all Europe. Thus 
the world would at least be given time to 
think. A final settlement between the Sov- 
let Union and the West, the beginnings of 
a real world authority, might at last come. 

This is the true objective of American 
foreign policy. It may cost as much as 2 
or 3 per cent of our national income for a 
number of years. It may require sacrifices 
—high taxes and even some limited form 
of economic controls. It is a gamble, but 
if the experts are only partly right, it is 
worth taking.

It was completed not 
by book or theory but through the 
experience of living under all kinds 
of conditions with all sorts of 
men.“ 

During his service on all fronts 
his repeated efforts to become a 
combat officer were frustrated by 
the army command, he said, Nev- 
ertheless, he said he had typical 
the soldiering experiences of being 
bracketed by enemy shellfire, of 
being shelled by his own artillery 
“and, needless to say, I got my 
first lesson in crap-shooting from 
the Americans.” a 

As a result of his war experi- 
ence, the duke said, there grew be- 
tween his father, King George, 
and himself a divergence of our 
viewpoints.” 

“To the end we were the best of 
friends,” he said. “Thus gulf there- 
fore was not of-the heart but of 
generations. The ideas’ and no- 
tions that divided us then ‘would, 
if I were to repeat them, seem of 
little consequence now; for I was 
certainly no cosmic thinker, with 
a blueprint for remaking Britain.” 

When he returned from the war 
and assumed the duties of heir 
apparent to the throne, the duke 
said he preferred wearing a derby 
at public functions instead of the 
traditional top hat his father 
deemed necessary. 

“Now I would just as soon have 
gone around wearing a gold crown 
as a shiny top hat,” he said, adding 
that in defending his “bowler” be- 
fore his father he “did in fact ex- 
hibit a certain sagacity in what 
we nowadays call public relations. 

“My point was that since the 
political cartoonists had, rightly 
or wrongly, made the top hat a 
universal symbol of the bloated, 
predatory capitalist, the male 
members of the royal family would 
be ,well advised not to wear one 
during times of social tension.”

Human Rights Commission 

has done here, I feel that the 
governments in the United Na- 
tions will have some very good 
working papers to consider and 
comment on—a draft declaration 
of rights, a draft convention or 
covenant on rights, and a report 
on methods of implementation. I 
hope that these documents will re- 
ceive close attention in every gov- 
ernment. 

In the United States, any inter- 
national convention on rights 
must be very carefully considered, 
because it would have the effect 
of legally binding signatory coun- 
tries to change their laws to meet 
its provisions. This would be par- 
ticularly complicated for us, since, 
under our Constitution, so many 
rights are reserved by the states. 
But we have re recedent in the 
international or organization 
conventions, a I think some way 
will be Ee ~ working it out.

IN BOTH the declaration and 
the convention, there will be provi- 
sions which will entail a change 
of attitude toward the value of 
the human being as such, and this 
may require considerable educa- 
tion among our people—but it’s a 
step forward in the conception of 
civilization throughout the world. 

In order to cover all that we 
had before us at this session of 
every member

That 
was 1601 miles and it took the 
wood-burning ts, eo gee 
Sage freight and Agger ers, 
for the up tr nst the 
swift current, but the return trip, 
light, was made in four and a half 
days. The long arctic day in the

HEY started in mid-October, 

taking the United States mail 

trail from Fort Gibbon along 
the Tanana river, 280 miles to 
Chena, The trail was fairly clean 
at the start, with only two to six 
inches of snow on it, and they 
made it to Chena in nine and 
one-half days, which was pretty 
good time for men whose experi- 
ence had been on the rivers. 

The easy going was over when 
the bitter wind began piling up 
the drifts. The wind was so strong 
that on the summits they had to 
crawl on hands and knees to make 
slow progress against it. The trail 
was at best precarious.and diffi- 
cult. It was made every fall at 
the edge of winter, when the car- 
riers brought the mail up from 
the States. 

The trail-making was by a party 
of eight carriers with 16 horses 
that were used to trample the 
snow until it was packed hard, 
affording a footing over drifts 
that were in places 30 feet deep. 
It was perilous going because a 
man who stepped off the packed 
trail would sink out of sight in the 
smother of lighter snow. It was 
the season of the Arctic night, 
with only a few hours of sunlight 
each day, and even then the sun 
was often hidden by the swirling . 
snow, 

At the roadhouses 40 miles 
apart the travelers refilled their 
knapsacks with beans and coffee 
and bacon and anything else that 
they could get. They had started 
with each man carrying 24 pounds 
of provisions, but they were not 
always. able to replenish their 
knapsacks to capacity. At the 
roadhouses they found an hour’s 
cheer but were chilled by the tales 
they heard of men perishing on 
the trail.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


HE slang expression “brass” 
x for impudence or arrogance or, 

in today’s usage, just plain 
nerve, is interesting in that its 
metaphorical use in this way is 
traced back to the Scriptures, and 
as a natural development of the 
essential meaning of the word, 
which is a metallic substance. 
(Specifically, brass is an alloy of 
copper and zinc.) 

As the word is used in the Bible, 
it is taken to mean copper or some 
kind of bronze, and is frequently 
employed inethe Scriptures in this 
literal sense. However, the al- 
lusion to which scholars point as 
the start of its modern slang 
usage for “nerve” dates to 1388, 
in the Wyclift edition. It is found 
in the Book of Job, Chapter VI: 
“Neither my strength is the 
strength of stoorms, neither my 
fleisch is of bras.” 

There is the old word braze, 
which meant simply to cover or 
decorate with brass, In this way 
brazen, from the Old English 
brasen, signified made of brass or
